The  thirteenth  annual  session  of  the  St.  Johns  River 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  convened 
in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Eustis,  Fla.,  Jan. 
26th,  1899,  at  9:00  o’clock  a.  m.,  Bishop  William  X.  Nind'e, 
D.D.,  L.L.D.,  presiding.  The  Bishop  opened  the  service 
bv  reading  Phil.  III:9-2i.  After  a  few  words  of  loving 
counsel  and  singing  “Rock  of  Ages,”  the  sacrament  oi  the 
Lord’s  Supper  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  Presiding 
Elders,  L.  L.  Fisher  and  G.  W.  Butler,  and  pastor  Sylves¬ 
ter  Weeks,  assisting.

On  motion  the  time  of  the  dailv  sessions  of  the  Confer-

ence  was  fixed  from  9:00  a.  m.  to  12:00  m..  the  first  half 
hour  to  be  devoted  to  religious  services. 

The  Bishop  reported  two'  drafts,  in  favor  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  one  from  the  Chartered  Fund  of  $22.00,  and  the 
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other  from  the  Dividend  of  the  Methodist  Book  Concern  of 
$73.00,  and  on  motion  the  same  was  referred  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence  Stewards. 

The  First  Question,  “Who  have  been  received  by 
Transfer  and  from  what  Conferences?”  was  called. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  Transfer  of  L.  S.  Rader 
from  the  Erie  Conference,  and  W.  I.  Joseph  from  the  Ver¬ 
mont  Conference. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  we  very  gladly  and  cordially  welcome 
Bishop  William  X.  N'inde,  on  his  return  after  an  absence  of 
seven  years,  to  the  presidency  of  this  Conference,  and  de¬ 
voutly  ask  for  him  the  Divine  blessing  and  guidance  in  the 
responsible  work  committed  to  him  by  the  Church.

The  following  brethren  were  introduced  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence:  O.  B.  Patterson,  of  the  Erie  Conference;  J.  W.  Heard, 
of  the  Northern  Minnesota  Conference;  Dr.  H.  C.  Earl,  of 
the  New  York  Conference,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Hamilton,  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary  of  the  F.  A.  and  So.  Education  So¬ 
ciety.  Dr.  Hamilton  addressed  the  Conference  in  the  interest 
of  his  work.  His  view  of  his  work  and  of  Florida  Method¬ 
ism  is  hopeful.  He  received  pledges  on  the  debt  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  to  the  amount  of  $71.00. 

The  Bishop  reported  $250  as  the  apportionment  of  the 
F.  A.  and  So.  Education  Society  tO'  this  Conference,  and 
on  motion  the  same  was  ordered  distributed  to  the  several 
charges  by  the  Presiding  Elders. 

On  motion  the  Statistical  Secretary  was  authorized  to 
add  a  separate  column  for  reporting  money  raised  for  the 
missionary  debt. 

The  Thirteenth  Question,  “Was  the  character  of  each 
preacher  examined?”  was  taken  up;  and  the  name  of  G.  W. 
Butler,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Eustis  District,  was  called,  his 
character  passed,  and  he  reported  his  work  as  follows: 

The  Eustis  District  comprises  the  territory  lying  be¬ 
tween  the  St.  Johns  River  and  the  Gulf  Coast,  from  Ocala  to 
Tampa,  with  almost  unlimited  possibilities  of  territorial  ex¬ 
pansion  north  and  south.  But  the  problem  with  us  has  not 
been  that  of  expansion,  but  how  to  keep  and  develop  what 
we  have. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  all  the  charges  of  this 
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district  once,  and  half  of  them  twice,  since  my  appointment 
to  this  work  four  months  ago.  When  entering  upon  'this 
work  at  that  time  I  was  prepared  to  find  it  in  a  condition  of 
depression  and  great  discouragement  on  account  of  the  mis 
fortunes  that  have  visited  this  part  of  the  State  with  such 
distressing  frequency.  I  was  most  joyfully  surprised  to  find 
a  spirit  of  hopefulness  and  courage  prevailing.  Our  preach¬ 
ers  and  people  look  up,  rather  than  down;  they  look  for¬ 
ward,  not  backward. 

Our  district  is  numerically  small  and  financially  weak. 
He  that  comes  as  a  preacher  to  Eusfis  District  will  have  un¬ 
trammelled  enjoyment  of  a  great  privilege — -that  of  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.  We  have  less  than  three  hundred 
members,  and  not  a  rich  man  or  woman  among  them,  so 
far  as  I  know.  If  therefore  our  benevolent  collections  ap¬ 
pear  pitifully  small,  it  is  because  our  people,  though  Having 
the  will,  have  not  found  a  way  to  provide  for  home  necessi¬ 
ties,  and  contribute  largely  to  our  benevolent  causes.  A 
dollar  given  under  such  conditions  means  a  real  sacrifice. 

We  have  twelve  pastoral  charges  served  by  eight 
preachers;  one  preacher  in  some  cases  serving  two  pastoral 
charges.  This  disposition  of  the  work  is  maintained  in  the 
hope  that  after  awhile  each  charge  may  again  be  able  to 
support  its  own  pastor.  This  uniting  of  several  charges  was 
made  further  necessary  by  the  removal  of  preachers,  who  for 
various  reasons  had  to  retire  from  the  work.  Such  was 
the  case  with  our  former  Presiding  Elder,  Rev.  J.  T.  Lew- 
ton,  who  on  account  of  failing  health  was  compelled  to  re¬ 
sign  his  office  and  go  North.  He  was  indeed  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  our  church  in  this  State,  having  given  twenty- 
three  years  of  his  life  and  strength  to  this  work.  As  a  de¬ 
voted  and  conscientious  minister  of  our  blessed  'Gospel,  as 
a  faithful  toiler  for  its  promotion,  he  deserves  to  be  held  in 
grateful  remembrance. 

We  are  greatly  blessed  in  the  possession  of  so  many 
neat,  comfortable,  well-planned  churches,  having  no  less 
than  seventeen  in  our  district.  At  Pasadena  a  beautiful 
church  in  a  beautiful  situation  was  recently  dedicated.  At 
Belleview  a  very  neat  church  is  far  enough  advanced  in 
construction  to  be  used  for  Divine  service.  At  Spring  Park 
we  have  a  very  good  church,  but  unfortunately  a  very  small 
society  to  use  it.  The  church  was  built  at  a  time  when  the 
place  bid  fair  to  be  of  considerable  importance.  But  now, 
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little  is  left  but  the  name.  At  Port  Tampa  City  we  have  a 
church  but  no  society,  nor  any  prospect  to  encourage  us  for 
the  future.  It  seems  our  wisest  course  would  be  to  sell  the 
c hunch  and  invest  the  money  where  it  will  do  more  good. 

In  Tampa,  on  Nebraska  Avenue,  we  also  have  a  church 
without  an  organized  society;  but  the  church  is  occupied  by 
a  prosperous  Sunday  School  conducted  by  a  devoted  layman 
of  our  church,  and  with  such  success  that  we  have  great 
hope  of  building  a  society  there.  Very  few  of  our  churches 
are  encumbered  with  debt.  We  have  four  parsonages,  one 
at  St.  Petersburg  has  a  debt  of  'four  hundred  dollars,  which 
is  quite  a  burden  for  our  society  at  that  place. 

We  have  eleven  Sunday  Schools  and  eight  Epworth 
League  Chapters.  From  what  we  have  been  able  to  see  of 
the  Sunday  School  work,  we  think  it  is  very  promising.  The 
schools  are  not  large,  but  I  discern  an  intelligence  and  thor¬ 
oughness  of  work  that  indicate  a  vast  improvement  over 
the  methods  of  former  times.  Some  of  the  schools  are  mark¬ 
ed  by  a  deep  spiritual  interest  among  the  teachers  and 
scholars.  'Most  of  our  Epworth  League  Chapters  are  doing 
excellent  work,  the  results  of  which  will  be  seen  in  after 
years.  We  devoutly  wish  to  see  an  Epworth  League  Chap¬ 
ter  in  every  one  of  our  churches. 

•Ift  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  we  cannot  report  extensive 
revival  work  over  our  district.  Yet  we  have,  been  blest  in 
some  parts  of  our  field  in  that  way.  The  church  at  Tarpon 
Springs  under  the  pastorate  of  Bro.  J.  B.  Crippen  and  the 
co-operation  of  Bro.  S.  B.  Currier,  has  been  greatly  blest, 
resulting  in  seven  or  eight  conversions  and  accessions. 

I  have  urged  our  preachers,  wherever  practicable,  to 
hold  meetings,  and  work  and  pray  for,  and  expect  revival 
power;  and  have  given  such  personal  assistance  as  I  could. 
I  believe  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  widespread  revival ;  and  that 
our  prosperity  and  compete  success  lie  more  in  that  direc¬ 
tion  than  any  other.  I  can  think  of  nothing  that  will  so  help 
our  statistics,  so  help  us  in  getting  ministerial  supply,  and 
ministerial  support,  so  help  us  in  obliterating  dhurch  and 
parsonage  debts  and  augmenting  our  benevolent  contribu¬ 
tions  as  a  flood  of  revival  power.  May  the  Lord  send  it! 
Amen. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  God  for  good  health,  for  a  lively 
interest  in  his  work,  for  the  pleasant  association  with  a  no¬ 
ble  hearted  people,  and  for  the  most  generous  and  kindly  co- 
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operation  of  a  noble  band  of  preachers.  These  things  com¬ 
bine  \to  make  an  otherwise  arduous  and  discouraging  task, 
a  most  delightful  work. 

The  name  of  J.  T.  Lewton  was  called.  In  his  absence 
L.  L.  Fisher  represented  him,  his  character  passed,  and  by 
his  request  his  relation  was  changed  from  effective  to  super¬ 
numerary. 

The  name  of  F.  E.  Fuller  was  called.  In  lus  absence, 
his  Elder  represented  him;  his  character  passed,  and,  by  his 
request,  his  relation  was  changed  -from  effective  to  super¬ 
numerary. 

The  'Secretary  of  the  previous  session  presented  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Publishing  Committee,  which  was,  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  auditors. 

On  motion  the  pastors  were  requested  to  make  a  brief 
report  of  all  their  work. 

The  Thirteenth  Question  was  resumed,  and  the  name 
of  J.  C.  Sullivan  was  called;  his  character  passed,  and  he 
reported  his  work. 

The  Twenty-Second  Question,  “'Who  are  the  Super¬ 
numerary  Preachers?”  was  taken  up.  The  name  of  L.  J. 
Hole  was  called;  in  his  absence,  L.  L.  Fisher  represented 
him;  his  character  passed,  and,  on  motion,  his  relation  was 
changed  from  supernumerary  to  effective. 

The  name  of  J.  C.  Teter  was  called.  In  his  absence,  G. 
W.  Butler  represented  him,  his  character  passed,  and  his 
case  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conference  Rela¬ 
tions. 

On  motion  time  was  extended  to  complete  the  Twenty- 
Second  Question. 

The  name  of  E.  V.  Blackman  was  called.  In  his  ab¬ 
sence,  L.  L.  Fisher  represented  him;  his  character  passed, 
and  on  motion,  his  case  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Conference  Relations. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Sylvester  Weeks  to  lead  the  de¬ 
votional  meeting  tomorrow  morning  at  9:00  o’clock.  No¬ 
tices  were  given,  and  the  Conference  adjourned  with  bene¬ 
diction  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Hamilton. 


SECOND  DAY. 

The  Conference  convened  Friday  morning  9:00  o’clock, 
January  27th.  After  half  an  hour  of  devotional  service  led 
by  Sylvester  Weeks,  Bishop  Ninde  took  the  chair,  and  the 
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minutes  of  the  last  session  were  read,  corrected  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

C.  W.  Miller.,  being  absent  the  first  day,  answered  the 
roll  call. 

On  motion  of  L.  L.  Fisher,  the  case  of  J.  T.  Lewton 
was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Conference  Stewards. 

The  Fourteenth  Question,  “Who  are  transferred  and 
to  what  Conferences?”  was  taken  up;  and  the  Bishop  an¬ 
nounced  the  transfer  of  S.  H.  Day  to  the  Erie  Conference, 
and  C.  F.  M.  Greene  to  the  East  Ohio  Conference. 

The  Thirteenth  Question  was  resumed;  and  the  name 
of  L.  L.  Fisher,  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Jacksonville  District, 
was  called,  his  character  passed,  and  he  read  the  following 
report : 


REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDING  ELDER  OF  JACK¬ 
SONVILLE  DISTRICT. 

I.  The  District. 

The  Jacksonville  District  extends  from  New  Berlin  via 
the  St.  Johns  River,  the  Florida  East  Coast  Ry.,  and  Steam¬ 
ship  Line,  to  Ivey  West,  a  distance  of  546  miles.  Our  work 
is  mainly  along  the  East  Coast  and  J.,  T.  &  K.  W.  Rys.  We 
run  down  the  F.  C.  &  P.  Ry.,  to  the  Lawtey  and  Gaines¬ 
ville  charges.  We  have  17  charges,  26  societies  and  29  reg¬ 
ular  preaching  appointments.  The  pastors  preach  occasion¬ 
ally  at  a  number  of  other  places. 

II.  Ministerial  Support. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  Conference  14 
pastors  were  in  charge  of  this  work.  During  the  first  half 
year  there  was  no  change  of  pastors  and  unusual  prosperity 
was  enjoyed.  J.  H.  Martin  left  Miami,  August  16th  and 
that  charge  was  without  a  pastor  until  Nov.  25th,  when  W. 
I.  Joseph  took  charge.  Notwithstanding  Miami  is  165  miles 
from  any  other  charge,  during  the  time  they  were  without  a 
paster,  their  pulpit  was  supplied,  by  other  pastors  and  my¬ 
self,  with  the  exception  of  two  Sabbaths.  Early  in  October, 
Dr.  S.  H.  Day  left  us  by  transfer  and  Dr.  L.  S.  Rader  came 
to  St.  Augustine  by  transfer.  In  December,  J.  B.  Harry,  a 
supply,  left  Egleston  and  New  Berlin  charge  and  returned

to  Canada.  Our  work  in  Florida  suffers  very  much  by  the 
frequent  changes  between  sessions  of  the  Conference. 

III.  The  Presiding  Elder’s  Work. 

Under  the  blessings  of  'God,  I  have  enjoyed  good  health 
and  have  been  employed  on  the  District  every  Sabbath  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  I  have  been  present  at  63  of  the  64  Quarterly 
Conferences  and  have  preached  126  times,  besides  addresses 
made  and  other  services  held.  To  do  this  I  have  travelled 
14,220  miles. 

IV.  Health  of  the  Preachers. 

With  few  exceptions  the  preachers  and  their  families 
have  enjoyed  good  health.  j_any  in  t'he  year  the  death  an¬ 
gel  came  to  the  home  of  Dr.  J.  H.  Miller  and  claimed  the 
mother  of  Mrs.  Miller.  She  had  come  from  the  North  to 
spend  the  winter  with  them.  Soon  after  reaching  Jackson¬ 
ville  she  was  taken  sick.  After  many  weeks  of  sickness  she 
was  released  from  her  suffering  by  death.  They  mourn  the 
loss  of  a  loved  one,  but  not  as  t'ho'se  without  hope.  Broth¬ 
er  and  Sister  Greene  were  seriously  ill  during  the  year. 
There  was  more  or  less  sickness  in  other  families. 

V.  Pastoral  Labor. 

Ours  is  a  difficult  field  to  cultivate.  The  year  has  been 
one  of  hard  work  and  much  self-denial  by  pastors  and  peo- 
ple.  In  recent  years  our  people  have  had  a  great  struggle. 
There  is  improvement  in  some  places,  but  in  most  places  the 
hard  times  continue.  Our  people  have  been  heroic  and 
have  seconded  the  efforts  of  their  brave  and  devoted  pastors 
tO'  push  forward  the  work  and,  by  exceptional  devotion  and 
self-denial,  bridge  over  the  hard  times.  Through  fears  of 
the  State  being  invaded  by  the  Spaniards  or  the  yellow  fe¬ 
ver  or  both,  an  unusual  number  of  people  left  and  our  con¬ 
gregations  were  very  much  depleted  during  the  summer. 
But  we  are  expecting  better  times  and  more  rapid  growth 
in  the  future.  We  believe  in  the  future  of  Florida;  we  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  future  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
Florida  and  we  believe  in  the  future  of  the  Redeemer’s  king¬ 
dom.  We  believe  that  we  have  a  mission  here  and,  under  this 
conviction  and  by  God’s  help,  wer  propose  to  do  what  we 
can  to  build  up  and  establish  Christ’s  kingdom  in  this  land 
of  sunshine  and  restored  health.  The  reports  of  the  pastors 
will  probably  show  that  on  Jacksonville  District, 
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VI.  Church  and  Parsonage  Property. 

There  are  19  dhurc'h  ediffices,  three  chapels  and  11  par¬ 
sonages.  We  have  the  foundation  of  another  church  build¬ 
ing  at  Miami.  At  Sea  Breeze,  R.  O.  Payne  pastor,  a  new 
church  has  been  erected.  At  Melbourne  and  South  Jack¬ 
sonville,  where  they  have  no  parsonages,  the  pastors  have 
been  provided  With  rented  houses.  On  Daytona  charge 
$2,767  have  been  expended  in  building  and  improvements 
on  the  church,  and  $185  in  improvements  on  the  parsonage. 
DeLand  has  put  in  the  fixtures  to  supply  the  parsonage  and 
lot  with  city  water  and  otherwise  improved  the  church  and 
parsonage  property  at  a  cost  of  $29.42.  Gainesville  charge 
has  expended  $6.25  in  furnishing  a  stove  and  fixtures.  The 
church  at  Green  'Cove  Springs  has  been  painted  and  other¬ 
wise  improved  at  a  cost  of  $17.00.  South  Jacksonville  has 
paid  the  $100  balance  due  the  Church  Extension  Society, 
and  is  out  of  debt,  and  has  purchased  new  lamps  at  a  cost  of 
$10.  At  Key  West  they  have  raised  and  received,  in  the 
form  of  gifts  for  a  tent  and  church,  $110.  Lake  Como 
has  expended  $10  in  improving  the  walls  of  the  church. 
Lawtey  has  improved  church  and  parsonage  property  at  a 
cost  of  $28.  At  Miami  they  have  raised  for  parsonage  im¬ 
provement  and  church  building  $50.  Subscriptions  have  also 
been  taken  toward  the  church.  At  Welaka  they  have  made 
improvements  to  the  amount  of  $50.  New  Smyrna  has  ex¬ 
pended  $20  improving  the  church.  St.  Augustine  has  ex¬ 
pended  $20  improving  church  and  parsonage.  The  total 
amount  reported  for  building  and  improving  church  and 
parsonage  property  is  $3,302.67. 

VII.  Young  People’s  Societies. 

We  have  19  Sabbath  Schools,  with  an  enrollment  of 
931,  an  increase  of  40;  12  Chapters  of  the  Epworth  League, 
an  increase  of  3,  with  a  membership  of  351,  an  increase 
of  10;  and  10  Chapters  of  the  Junior  League,  an  increase  of 
3,  with  a  membership  of  325,  an  increase  of  115.  Total 
number  of  Chapters  22,  an  increase  of  6,  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  676,  an  increase  of  125. 

VIII.  Membership. 

We  report  818  church  members,  an  increase  of  6  3-7 
per  cent.  A  like  increase  by  the  whole  church  would  give 
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us  a  net  increase  of  more  than  165,000  members.  Eighty- 
seven  persons  have  'been  received  on  probation. 

IX.  Ministerial  Support. 


The  amount  estimated  for  the  support  of  .the  pastors, 
not  including  the  rental  value  of  parsonages  or  the  amount 
paid  by  the  stewards  for  rent,  is  $5,690  or  $162  more  than 
last  year.  This  is  an  average  of  $406.42  6-7.  All  but  three 
of  the  pastors  were  provided  With  houses.  !We  report  for 
ministerial  support  as  follows :

Making  a  total  for  Pastors,  Presiding  Elder  and  Bish¬ 
op,  including  rental  value  of  parsonages  and  house  rent,  of 
$8,000.19  or  $9.76^  per  member,  while  the  whole  church,  in 
1896,  paid  an  average  per  member  of  -only  $3.67  5-7.  The 
Urichsville  District  of  the  East  Ohio  Conference  gave,  last 
year,  to  ministerial  support,  not  including  parsonages,  $2.49 
per  member.  The  Jacksonville  District  g'ave,  this  year,  for 
the  same  purposes,  $7.32!. 


X.  Benevolences. 


We  were  asked  for  Missions  $655.  We  report,  regular 
collections,  $466.00,  on  debt  $40.25.  Total  $506.25.  An  in¬ 
crease  in  the  regular  collections  of  $35.74.  We  have  given 
per  member,  to  Missions,  61 J  cents,  while  the  entire  church, 
in  1896,  gave  a  fraction  less  than  40  cents  per  member.  We 
report  on  other  benevolences,  as  follows:

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We  report  for  the  regular  'benevolences  an  average  per 
member,  including  probationers,  of  77  I-9  cents.  The  Jack¬ 
sonville  District  of  the  'Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
which  covers  nearly  the  same  territory,  gave  last  year  for 
same  purposes  less  than  48  1-3  cents  per  member.  We 
gave  for  Missions,  last  year,  more  than  in  any  former  year 
and  about  16  per  cenft.  more  than  was  given  the  year  before 
the  destructive  frost  of  1895. 

XI.  Revival  Work. 

Twelve  charges  have  held  14  special  revival  meetings. 
The  pastors  report  118  professed  conversions,  as  follows: 
Daytona,  9;  DeiLand,  6;  Egleston  and  New  Berlin,  4; 
Gainesville,  3;  'Georgiana  and  Melbourne,  7;  Green  Cove 
Springs,  3;  South  Jacksonville,  18;  Jacksonville,  12;  Key 
West,  26;  Lawtey,  8;  Miami,  2;  Nashua  and  Welaka,  8;  Or¬ 
ange  City,  4,  and  St.  Augustine,  9.  An  increase  over  last 
year  of  25. 

XII.  New  Work. 

At  Sea  Breeze  on  the  Daytona  charge,  property  has 
been  secured,  a  new  church  erected  and  a  new  organization 
effected.  We  have  added  a  new  appointment  to  the  Gaines¬ 
ville  charge,  viz:  Fairbanks,  where  we  found  a  chapel  for 
our  services  and  a  people  very  anxious  to  have  the  Gospel. 
Work  has  been  taken  up  at  Welaka  and  a  special  meeting 
held,  resulting  in  a  number  of  professed  conversions  and  the 
organization  of  a  Chapter  of  the  Epworth  League.  A  Chap¬ 
ter  of  the  Epworth  League  has  been  organized  at  Key  West 
and  one  at  Satsuma  Heights.  A  Chapter  of  the  Junior 
League  has  been  organized  at  each  of  the  following  places, 
viz:  Dames  Point,  Key  West  and  South  Jacksonville.  Our 
work  among  the  Cubans  has  been  seriously  hindered  by 
the  war  excitement,  the  return  to  Cuba  of  many,  who  had 
been  brought  under-  the  influence  of  our  services,  being 
without  a  proper  place  to  hold  service,  etc.  Since  early  in 
the  year  they  have  had  no  place  to  hold  pub  lie  service  except 
in  a  small  room  of  a  private  house.  They  raised  $21  for  a 
tent.  This  was  supplemented  by  the  Missionary  Board  and  a 
tent  bought  and  shipped  to  them.  lit  was  detained  on  the 
way  by  the  war  and  after  reaching  Key  West  was  destroyed 
by  fire  before  it  was  taken  from  the  warehouse.  Notwith- 
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standing  these  discouraging  conditions,  they  have  been  do¬ 
ing  good  work.  They  report  26  conversions  and  more  than 
$100  in  hand,  toward  a  new  church  building.  Some  of  them 
have  gone  to  Cuba  and  others  are  preparing  to  go  to  d'o 
Missionary  work  among  their  own  people.  Now  'is  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  enter  this  door,  which  God  has  thrown  wide 
open,  and  assist  in  the  evangelization  of  Cuba.  To  wait  is 
to  fail  to  meet  our  responsibilities  in  the  great  'work  that  has 
been  providentially  opened  to  us.  There  are  other  needy 
places,  with  open  doors,  but  we  can  not  enter  because  of  our 
limited  means.  At  Miami,  they  have  made  some  progress 
on  their  new  building  and  hope  to  have  the  building  ready 
for  use  in  a  few  weeks. 

XIII.  Special  Work. 

Interesting  and  largely  attended  sessions  of  the  District 
Conference  and  Distriat  Epworlth  League  were  held  in  Jack¬ 
sonville  in  November. 

Conclusion. 

With  thanksgiving  to  iGod  for  continued  health  and 
strength,  personal  salvation  and  manifestations  of  Divine 
mercy  and  power,  and  with  sincere  thanks  to  the  devoted 
and  faithful  pastors  and  our  consecrated  and  loyal  members, 
whose  thoughtfulness  and  faithfulness  have  added  much  to 
my  personal  pleasure  and  comfort,  and  without  whose 
hearty  sympathy  and  co-operation  I  must  have  largely  fail¬ 
ed  in  my  work,  I  respectfully  submit  this  report  and  wait 
to  receive  at  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  my  field  of  labor  for 
another  year.  L.  L.  FISHER.

O11  motion,  the  Conference  roll  was  called,  and  sub¬ 
scription  for  -the  Conference  Minutes,  amounting  to  $14.50, 
was  taken. 

L.  L.  Fisher  presented  resolutions  looking  to  providing 
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means  for  brethren  to  reach  the  seat  of  Conference.  J.  H.

The  Conference  convened  Saturday,  January  28th,  9:00 
o'clock  a.  m.  The  devotional  services  were  conducted  by 
J.  J.  Edwards. 

At  9:30  Bishop  Ninde  took  the  chair,  and  the  Minutes 
of  the  previous  session  were  read,  corrected  and  approved.

Dr.  A.  J.  Kvnett,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Extension 
Society,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

L.  L.  Fisher  presented  papers  from  the  Com  ion  of 
the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Southern  Florida  on  the  subject  of  Divorce,  and 
also  papers  on  the  subject  of  Polygamy  from  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  New  York,  all  of  (which  t 

on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church. 

The  resolutions,  pending  on  adjournment  of  Con¬ 
ference  yesterday,  were  taken  up  and  read,  also  the  amend¬ 
ment.  On  motion  of  L.  S.  Rader  the  amendment  was  laid 
on  the  table,  and  the  original  resolutions,  after  a  slight 
change  by  the  author,  were  adopted,  and  are  as  follows: 

“Whereas,  The  long  distances  and  meager  pastoral  sup¬ 
port  render  it  very  difficult  for  some  of  the  members  of  this 
Conference  to  attend  the  annual  session,  and, 

“Whereas,  we  regard  it  as  very  important,  both  to  the 
men  and  the  work,  that  each  member  shall  have  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  attending  the  Conference  sessions.  Therefore, 

“Resolved,  1.  That  each  member  and  probationer 
(supplies  to  have  the  privilege  of  contributing  to  and  re¬ 
ceiving  from  this  fund)  be  assessed  one-half  of  one  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  received  from  his  charge,  including  mission- 
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ary  appropriation,  'but  not  rental  value  of  parsonage,  to  go 
into  a  fund  to  be  used  in  bearing  the  expenses  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  supporting  this  fund,  to  and  from  the  session  of  the 
Conference,  and  that  these  assessments  shall  be  due  on  the 
first  day  of  each  session  of  the  Conference. 

“2.  That  a  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  Conference 
to  receive,  hold  and  disburse  these  funds,  as  the  Conference 
may  direct,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or  un¬ 
til  his  successor  is  elected. 

“3.  That  the  Treasurer  at  each  session  of  the  Confer¬ 
ence  shall  make  an  estimate  of  what  per  cent,  the  money  in 
hand  is  of  the  entire  traveling  expenses  of  the  members 
and  the  amount  of  each  member’s  expense,  and  shall  pay 
pro  rata  of  the  amount  in  hand  to  the  claimants. 

“4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  to  solicit 
contributions  to  this  fund,  of  any  who  may  be  interested  in 
the  church  and  ministry.” 

On  motion  of  Geo.  H.  Northrup,  R.  B.  Templeton  and 
Frank  M'cCluney  were  appointed  to  fill  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  absence  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Church  Ex¬ 
tension. 

The  Eighth  Question  was  resumed,  and  the  name  of 
Frank  McCluney  was  called.  He  reported  his  work,  re¬ 
tired;  his  Elder  represented  him,  his  character  passed,  and 
not  having  completed  his  studies,  on  motion,  he  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  (studies  of  the  Third  Year. 

On  motion,  the  application  of  J.  T.  Lewton  for  aid  was 
referred  to  the  Conference  Board  of  Stewards. 

The  following  complimentary  resolution  to  J.  T.  Lew- 
ton  was  read  and  adopted: 

“Inasmuch  as  our  dear  brother,  Rev.  J.  T.  Lewton, 
after  twenty-three  years  of  arduous  service  in  the  Master’s 
work  in  Elorida,  has  found  it  necessary,  on  account  of  fail¬

REPORT  NO.  4.  TEMPERANCE. 

Notwithstanding  all  efforts  to>  suppress  and  get  rid  of 
this  chief  sin  and  crime,  it  has  continued1  during  the  past 
year  and  today  the  question  of  intemperance  is  as  much  a 
question  as  ever  before,  and  requires  our  skill,  nerve,  and 
grace  as  probably  never  before  in  the  history  of  our  nation. 
We  need  not  go  to  the  world  to  find  this  great  evil;  espec¬ 
ially  in  the  form  of  tobacco,  many  of  our  church  members 
pay  dollars  for  this  destructive  weed  where  they  pay  nickles, 
or  nothing  to  our  misionary  and  other  benevolent  causes. 
The  liquor  traffice,  through  the  canteen  in  our  army,  is  an 
agency  of  destruction  more  fatal  to  our  boys  than  (Spanish 
bullets  or  yellow  ifever,  and  has  brought  a  stigma  upon  our 
people  as  a  government  that  will  take  years  of  strict  disci¬ 
pline  and  a  wise  administration  to  remove.  We  do  not  at¬ 
tempt  to  bring  before  you  in  words  or  figures  the  great  evil 
of  intemperance.  Figures  fail  to  express  and  words  to  paint 
the  enormous  sin  and  crime,  the  woes,  tortures,  anxiety, 
m'iserv  and  wretchedness  caused  bv  this  chief  of  curses  of 
our  country. 

\7iew  the  man  as  lie  staggers  the  street,  look  into  the 
home  of  the  orphan,  see  the  pale  faces  of  the  starving,  who 
then  would  dare  to  express  in  figures  or  words  what  this 
evil  is.  We  could  mention  the  millions  of  dollars  expended, 
the  gallons  sold,  the  rivers  it  would  make,  the  number  of 
miles  the  saloons  would  reach  if  placed  side  by  side;  all  these 
fail  to  give  even  a  faint  idea  of  what  this  word  intemperance 
means.  We  recognize  in  the  legalized  liquor  traffic  the 
greatest  enemy  of  the  Church,  the  Government,  the  School, 
the  Home  and  the  Individual. 

While  not  presuming  to  dictate  the  political  conduct  of 
any  one,  yet  believing  that  the  real  attitude  of  a  citizen  to 
this  infamous  traffic  is  best  expressed  by  the  ballot;  we  re¬ 
cord  as  our  deliberate  judgment  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
Methodist  preacher  to  oppose  this  great  evil  both  from  the 
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pulpit  and  the  ballot  box.  We  endorsed  the  action  of  the 
General  Conference  of  1896  and  approve  the  report  of  the 
permanent  Committee  on  Temperance  and  Prohibition,  in¬ 
cluding  the  American  Anti-Saloon  League.  We  also  rec¬ 
ommend  that  an  American  Anti-Saloon  League  be  organiz¬ 
ed  in  every  Charge  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Pastor.  We 
also  recognize  and  endorse  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Chris¬ 
tian  Temperance  Union,  and  pray  that  the  blessings  of  God 
may  continue  to  rest  upon  it. 

Resolved,  That  we  ratify  and  confirm  our  former  deliv¬ 
erances  on  the  subject  of  temperance  and’  declare  ourselves 
in  favor,  not  only  of  the  suppression  of  the  liquor  traffic  but 
of  its  complete  extermination.

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REPORT  NO.  12.  'SUNDAY  SCHOOL  UNION  AND 

TRACTS. 

We  rejoice  in  the  continued  prosperity  and  increase  of 
the  Sunday  Schools,  both  in  numbers  and  interest.  There 
are  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  Union  of  the  Meth¬ 
odist  Episcopal  Church  31,228  schools,  with  349,085  officers 
and  teachers,  and  2,644,215  scholars.  The  number  of  con¬ 
versions  in  the  Sunday  Schools  reported  in  1897  was  127,- 
286. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest,  that  inasmuch  as  the 
religious  education  of  the  young  is  of  vast  importance,  great 
care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  teachers,  and 
that  the  pastor  and  superintendent  unite  in  choosing  for 
teachers  the  best  men  and  women ;  those  who1  are  earnest  in 
their  Christian  experience,  intelligent,  apt  to  teach,  and 
godly  in  life. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  plan  of  normal  classes, 
for  the  beter  training  of  teachers,  as  presented  by  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  Department  of  our  church,  be  approved,  and 
that  they  be  organized  wherever  practicable. 

The  Sunday  School  Union  has  aided  during  the  past 
year  3,600  schools  of  our  church,  and  the  contribution  from 
the  pastoral  charges  is  the  only  source  from  which  it  can 
secure  means  with  which  to  carry  on  this  work.  The  amount 
apportioned  to  this  Conference  for  the  coming  year  is 
$69.00. 

We  would  recommend  that  this  amount  be  approved 
by  the  Conference,  and  apportioned  hy  the  Presiding  Elders 
pro  rata  to  the  several  pastoral  charges  to  be  raised  during 
the  year. 

The  Tract  Society  is  an  inexpensive  evangelizing  agen¬ 
cy,  and  ought  to  be  encouraged.  There  are  tracts  adapted 
to-  almost  every  variety  of  spiritual  need.  They  can  be  easily 
circulated.  The  Tract  Society  gives  to  'the  cause  of  missions 
by  its  liberal  contributions  from  $6,000  to  $7,000  each  year, 
thus  aiding  our  mission  presses  in  the  circulation  of  books 
and  periodicals. 

The  Tract  Society  asks  of  the  entire  church  an  annual 
contribution  of  only  $50,000.  The  amount  apportioned  to 
this  Conference  is  $30.  Your  Committee  recommend  that 
this  be  approved  by  the  Conference  and  opportioned  to  the

God  wrought 
through  six  creative  periods  and  “ceased  to  do”  on  the  sev¬ 
enth.  The  decalogue  does  not  originate  the  Sababth  but 
enjoins  its  observance;  and  the  Savior  declares  authorita¬ 
tively  that  “the  man  was  not  made  for  the  'Sabbath,  but  the 
Sabbath  for  the  man."  The  day  is  a  merciful  adaptation  to 
our  physical,  intellectual,  and  spiritual  needs.  It  is  not  a 
holiday  but  a  holy  day  for  the  recuperation  of  the  wearied 
body,  the  relaxation  of  the  burdened  mind,  and  the  refresh¬ 
ment  of  the  spiritual  nature.

We  are  more  than  ever  impressed  with  the  profound 
importance  of  education.  Second  only  to  the  Divine  Spirit’s 
power,  the  Church  needs  the  powrer  which  comes  from  sanc¬ 
tified  and  well-trained  minds.  We  recognize  the  grand 
work  -accomplished  by  the  various  public  schools  in  our 
land,  from  those  in  the  rural  districts  to  the  great  universi¬ 
ties  of  the  church  and  state. 

One  cif  the  very  important  duties  of  the  Christian 
Church  is  to  provide  institutions  of  its  own,  where  our 
young  people  can,  under  strictly  moral  and  religious  influ¬ 
ences,  secure  an  education.  The  educational  interests  of  the 
church  have  been  wisely  advanced  by  the  faithful  work  of 
tfhe  Board  o-f  Education,  and  we  cheerfully  commend  that 
work.  The  Board  of  Education  has  received  from  all  sourc¬ 
es  during  the  past  year  $86,442.90.  The  greater  opportuni¬
